Association held its third meet¬ 
ing in five weeks last Tuesday at 
the Old Grassy Christian church I 
at Mize. Present were Glen Old¬ 
field, president; W M. Wheeler, 
director, ana Lon and Pans 
Stamper, L W Blankenship, Ev¬ 
erett Niekell. W. Major Gardner 
and Berlyn Brown The report of 
the preliminary field examination 
was read to the group and somej 
facts about the Hope-Aiken Wi 
tershed Protection and Flood Pre 
vention Act and questions and| 
answers and suggestions were also 
presented to the farmer on print¬ 
ed cards supplied free gratis by 
the Licking Valley Courier, a 
copy of which appears in this ar¬ 
ticle. 

The group decided to make a 
canvass of the land-owners in the 
watershed ana business and pro- 
lessional people in the county to 
determine their interest in the 
project. 

Atty. Major Gardner prepared 
twelve copies of a petition re¬ 
questing a survey and plan be 
made of the needs, costs, and 
benefits of a watershed project 
on Grassy Creek. 

Present Facts and Suggestions 
about the Hope-Aiken Watershed 
Protection and Flood Prevention 
Act— 

1. It places responsibility in lo¬ 
cal organizations to initiate pro¬ 
grams. adapt plans to local re¬ 
quirements. share in the costs ana 
make provisions for the plan's 
application and maintenance. 

2. Provides the basis for a pro¬ 
gram by which local groups can 
cooperate with and receive assis¬ 
tance from the Federal Govern¬ 
ment in solving flood prevention 
and water-management problems. 

3. Federal Help under the Act 
is available only to assist local 
organizations to plan and install 
needed water-management and 
flood prevention measures that 
cannot feasibly be installed un¬ 
der other current Feaeral con¬ 
servation programs. 

4. What about the needs, in¬ 
terests and minimum require¬ 
ments of the people who live in 
the watershed? They initiate ac¬ 
tion. They participate in the de¬ 
velopment of the watershed woi k 
plan They have the responsibil¬ 
ity foreseeing that the recom¬ 
mended program is in confor¬ 
mance with their wishes. They 
must acquire land, easements, or 
rights-of-way; assume an equi¬ 
table share of the project cost; 
arrange for operation and main¬ 
tenance a.:d acquire necessary 
water rights. 

5. How much will it cost me? 
Department of Agriculture agen¬ 
cies will use recognized tech¬ 
niques in making studies to de¬ 
termine costs and benefits of 
each proposed project to estab¬ 
lish its economic soundness. If 
costs exceed the benefits the proj 
ect will not be recommended. The 
nature and extent of local and 
other benefits will afford a means

Results of a survey of the work required to 
care for livestock were published by the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture at Washington Measured 
in terms of $100 of production, milk cows re¬ 
quired 62 man-hours. That means the same as 
one man working 62 hours to get $100 worth of 
milk. Next highest in the amount of work were 
chickens, which required 45 man-hours per $100 
worth of eggs or chicken. Sheep required 27 
man-hours per $100 of wool or meat: turkeys. 
24 man-hours: hogs. 16 man-hours; beef cattle. 
16 man-hours, and broilers. 12 man-hours per 
$100 worth of production.

Pike County people find new way to make money: STRAWBERRIES 


Sometimes just one man—with an idea—can change the face of the 
whole countryside. 

That's what happened in Pike County—Pike County which had 
always been primarilv dependent on coal. 

The man w as Dr. W. F. Clarke, a Pike County physician, and he 
knew that coal wasn't the only good thing that comes out of the 
ground. He went to the Countv Agent and asked if Pike County's 
farming couldn't be expanded. It could, the County Agent said, 
but w hat Pike County people needed was an immediate cash crop. 

They called a meeting. The 35 people w ho came did a lot. They 
agreed with Dr. Clarke and County Agent Manuel B. Arnett. They 
decided that strawberries were their best bet. Thcv formed the 
Pike County Strawberry Growers Association. They elected 
Dr. Clarke president of the association. 

Today more than 230 people in Pike County arc growing and 
selling strawberries at a profit. Their berries are sold on the local 
market as well as in Huntington and Cincinnati. Dr. Clarke says in 
1956 there w ill he enough berries produced to establish pick-up 
routes throughout the county. Growers then will pick berries one 
evening and have them on the Cincinnati markets the next morning. 

Once the people decided to go into this project, they got help 
from agricultural authorities and marketing experts. T hey got help 
from other businessmen who could also profit from this new 
activity. Once they decided to act. they were not alone. Plans are 
now being made to produce other fresh vegetables for nearby 
markets. No one knows where it will stop. Most people don't 
think it ever will stop.
